etybears blossoms which average 36 
inches in length. A Chinese vine, 
planted 14 years ago, bears literally 
hundreds of 36 to 40 inch purple 
blossoms covering the stalks so pro¬ 
fusely that you cannot lay your 
hand on the wood. A Fennel type 
vine and a summer blossoming vari¬ 
ety, blooming in July, complete this 
remarkable collection, which is high¬ 
ly commended by the Garden Club of 
Pasadena. 

A line drawn southwest from Mia 
Italia to the group of rare wistarias 
over the Japanese gardens on the 
Camp place, and another line drwan 
east to and along Alegria street to 
East Grand View, would cross or 
pass the gardens where the loveliest 
vines are growing in profusion. In¬ 
deed there is hardly a garden on 
Alegria street from Baldwin east 
without one or more choice varities. 
The pale blue type on the C. W. 
Jones place, the pink vine in the E. 
H. Carpenter garden, and the double 
purple on the east porch of the E. J. 
Webster home are among the fine 
specimens. The Lockhart garden has 
a wealth of early blooms on its num¬ 
erous vines, and the Henry Isaacs 
place shows charming effects in the 

Further east the spacious porch of 
the Klemme home is festooned with 
the grayish lavender blossoms of an 
old vine. 

Year-Round Blooms 

An interesting problem for some 
professional plant propagator, or the 
patient amateur, would be to produce 
from the S. R. G. Twycross vine that 
blooms twice a year and perhaps the 
Whitworth vine, or the Mia Italia 
vine that blossoms in July, new types 
that would be dependable for sum¬ 
mer and fall blooms. 

Sierra Mdre might become as well 
known for commercial wistaria plant 
growing as it now is for its Kentia 
palm industry. 

In the meatime, the home garden¬ 
ers can make a reality of the pic¬ 
ture of Sierra Madre as a city of 
homes festooned with wistaria, so 
graphically described by Mrs. Milton 
Steinberger in her response to Mrs. 
Fennel’s renewed suggestion for or¬ 
ganized effort. 

By providing wires for this year’s 
new shoots the growth that will 
otherwise waste by blasting back 
will reach fifteen or twenty feet in 
any desired direction, and adjoining 
places may be connected in this one 
season in many blocks where these 
sturdy old vines are growing. 

New plantings will be provided by 
the ample stock at Ward’s nursery 
and the seedlings to be distributed by 
the Woman’s club on Arbor day, 
while not so certain to flower early, 
will add to the total. 

Co-operation with Mrs. Rust in her 
admirable suggestion to make Au¬ 
burn avenue into “Wistaria Way’’ 
might include an effort to alternate 
the planting with “off season” bloom¬ 
ing vines. 

Another article might be devoted 
to “combinations” as interestingly il¬ 
lustrated at “The Deodars,” the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Lehner. where 
pink locusts were planted near a 
fine vine. 

The very cataract of lavender 
blooms from the top of the great 
oak splashing down on the pergola 
between the George Ferris and the 
J. O. Smith gardens, is shot through 
with brick red bogoumvillia and 
pink roses and near by a huge Gold 
of Ophir rose bush makes a bril¬ 
liant patch of planning color. Groups 
of sightseers comment on this lovely 
combination, produced by plantings 
made fifteen years ago. 

The Holt Gregory vine on what is 
now the Fenner home and the vines 
on the patio over the H. O. Vogel 
Japanese garden, have produced a 
growth that gives dense shade in the 
summer. 

The warning voiced by Mr. Allen 
among amateur devotees of the wis¬ 
taria and Miss Ward among the pro¬ 
fessionals to avoid forcing too much 
vine growth at the expense of blooms 
is worth heeding.

Among the most notable old vines 
should be mentionel the one at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Hooker Jones, 
which encircles the first and second 
story porches and clambers over the 
roof. Also the vine at the N. C. 
Carter home and the late blooming 
one planted 37 years ago by Mr. J. 
G. Blumer on the south porch of 
what is now known as Brice Acad¬ 
emy, six years before the planting of 
what is known as the Fennel vine 
by Mrs. Brugman.

Now, it doesn’t take a “Philadel¬ 
phia Lawyer” to see the difference 
between saying to a property owner. 
“Your lot is in a residence zone, and 
you can build any kind of a resi¬ 
dence you want, but you can’t put 
up a business building;” and saying 
to the same property owner, “Your 
lot is in a residence zone, and you 
can build a one or two-family house, 
but you can’t build a three or a four 
family house.” However, it must be 
remembered that the decisions of the 
District Courts are not the last word, 
and that the law will not be settled 
on the validity of even such extreme 
cases of zoning as this West Adams 
“exclusive residence” limitation un¬ 
til our Supreme Court has passed 
on it. 

Also, and this is most important of 
all, our Sierra Madre ordinance, 
while it does not define business, 
industrial and residence zones, re¬ 
spectively, puts no restrictions on 
the kind of dwellings which may be 
erected in the residence zone. Final¬ 
ly, even if our courts declare this 
moderate degree of “comprehensive” 
zoning unconstitutional, the pr vis¬ 
ions of our ordinance prescribing the 
district for sanitariums and “men¬ 
tal disease” hospitals are wholly dis-
